A Unique Instrument. 

Not many years ago, the average British 
audience had” probably not even hoard of 
tho balalaika. Now it ix not an unfamiliar 
word. Not many people know, however, what 
Viadimof's Balalaika Orchestra is, although 
they have seen this name in the programmes 
‘on many occasions 

‘Tho balalaika is the name of an ancient 
Russian instrament. It is triangular in form, 
with threo strings, of different sizes. from the 
prima balalaika to the double bass, with roveral 
ecompanying balalsikas between them. Tt ia 
played with the fingers only, in a manner quite 
Afferent from other instruments. 


“ Domras"* and “* Gooalis 
‘Tho other instruments in tho orchestrw are 
the dames (aleo of different sizes) and the good 
the balalaika, they are. instruments 
known in Russin from immemorial times.

Banishing Wireless Troubles. 
By P. P. Eckersley, Chief Engineer of the B.B.C. 


WISH to tell yon something of the enginoering 
policy, and of how we mean to move 
towerds our ideals 
Te is eny to say we mean to give all and 
every one of you loud signals of perfect quality, 
for that, of course, can be our only policy. We 
want to try and make it 40 that every one, 
‘heresoever he of she may live in Britain, may 
receive uninterrupted hroadeast, leaving it to 
the programme people to make that brosdeast 
fas attractive ae possible. We want to try and 
farrange it #0 thet tho aether disturbances flowing 
‘past your aerial may enable you with your set 
to reproduce in your own homies a xound which 
exactly copies that made in our studio, We mean 
to make it possible, too, to focus your attention 
‘on the sounds taking place on any part of the 
Habitable glabe, 


‘At the Mercy of the Jammers. 
How, then, are we Lo ineroase signal strength ? 
Tlay it down ax may convinced opinion that the 
‘ignals cannot be deseribed as sufficiently loud 
Jor perfection at over thirty miles from a main 
station or five miles from a relay station. Over 
that distance excellent yesults are obtainable, 
bout, unfortunately, listenors bogin to be nt the 
mercy of local interference, oscillation, jamming, 
tloctric ight noisee—so' that whatever the 
texpensiveness or effcieucy of tho set, the moat 

perfect resulta are not obtainable. 
Realizing thie, our relay stations are dotted

A Talk from London by Sir OLIVER LODGE. 


‘Undoubtedly“one of the greatest scientists of the day, Sir Oliver Lodge has devoted a great deal of his time to the study of astronomy. 
‘uneientiic minds there iy a fascinating interest attached to a consideration of the myriads of other bodies which lie beyond the earth. 
Tollowing talk Sir Oliver describte the amazing phenomenon is 


STRONOMY has made immense progress 

during the years of the present century 
‘The groat mathematicians of the world have 
been active, observers entrusted with the 
ragnificent. telescopes of America have been 
doing splendid work, and those private persons 
who from time to time have found the money 
for establishing these great observatories must, 
T hope, feel rewarled for their enterprise and 
pablo spirit. Since the war, however, there 
have been still further advances ; and one of 
these, which we owe chiefly to the mathematical 
labours of Dr. Jeana, Secretary of the Royal 
Society of London, ix my subject. 


What Telescopes Show Us. 


The process of Evolution is by no means 
limited 'to the different species of animals 
il planta, Indeed, it may besaid that we know 
Tes about the method by wehicl living ape 
evolved than we know about simple 
fundamental objects in the mate 
Evolution applies to atoma, and the genesis of 
chemical clementa, Evolution also applios to 
the heavenly bodies, and the genesis of stars. 
With large telescopes we ean now observe, nt 
different stages in variour parte of the heavens, 
fsothing less than the provest hy which stars 
fare born; that i to say, the process by whi 
they come into existence out of a mass of pre 
existent gas, or out of some diffuse and rare 
terial which has the propertios of a gas and 
‘obeys gaseous laws. 


‘Tho Simplest Form of Matisr. 


Gas is the simplest form of matter known to 
tus, The extonce of a gas is that its particles are 
all very small compared with their distances 
‘apart, and all independent of each other. If 
the particles were infinitely small, and exerted 
‘no Tontual force on each other, they would 
constitute a perfect gas. Tt would be odd if 
some of whicl are quite dense, nearly or 
‘Quite as dense and compact as water or even 
Tead-—shoull be in anything that could be 
‘ealled a gaseous condition. And yet the great 
‘Cambridge astronomer, Eddington, has given 
reason for supposing that eyen that is in some 
ort true 
Whether true oF not for such comparatively 
dense revolving massex of matter ns our sun, 
it i certainly true for the equally revolving bat 
‘extremely rarefied and encrmous masses of gus 
which wo call nebulm. Cis of the nobule that 
T smust principally speak. They appeal to the 
eye at permanent and unchangeuble luminous 
clouds, some of them of irregular shape, like 
‘wisps of diffuse material, others more com 
Ccentrated and with a fairly well defined outline 
id definite shape. ‘These are all rotating on an 
xis, that ia to say, each is spinning like an 
‘enormous wheel; and some have a spiral 
‘stricture consisting of spiral streamers, wiually 
‘two in number, wrapped as it were loosely round 
‘a still revolving central body, which might bo 
likened, inacourntely, to a catherine wheel, 


‘The Largest Things Known, 

All the nebul are huge beyond comparison 
‘with any other objects. They are the Irgest 
things known. It used to be thought by Kant 
‘and Laplace that they represented a solar 
system in embryo ; but it ie not solar systean, 
‘They wre a thousand oF » million times bigger; 


that [is, they contain a 
thousand or 8. million 
times more montter than 
any solar sytem that 
we can imagine. ‘They 
may, however, be sellar 
trystems, systems of suns, 
constellations in exbryo 
and. that is what some 
(f them seem to be. 

‘The greatest stellar 
ayatem we know of is 
what wo sce when we 
Took up at the sky on m i sa Ym tt 
clear night—an innumer- Sir OLIVER LoD. 
fable multitude of stars, 
‘concentrated chiefly in a ring oF dise surrounding. 
tar, in which the stars are so distant that they 
cannot be seen separately, so that they give in 
the aggregate the appearance that wo call 

the Milky Way.” ‘That is ue Commos or 
system of stars, shaped on the whole someting 
like a grindstone or biscuit, and enormously 
big. Tt is possible that some few of the nebule 
‘may be independent stellar systems, similar to 
‘ours, but too far off for ua to know very much 
about them. ‘Thin was suspected long ago by 
Sir William Herschel, one of the greatest of 
astronomical pioneers, 


Rather Paradoxical. 
‘To understand about a nebula of ordinary 
size, we must consider the behaviour of a rotat- 
{ng mass of gas, radiating energy to the ether, 
boat otherwine left to itself. ‘The mathematical 
incentigation of such m problems has been attacked 
by several competent people, and the results 
both definite and brilliant. 
First of all, a body which radiates energy 
must, one would think, get cooler and shrin 
ut the shrinkage will itself generate heat, 50 
that it is possible for a shrinking and radiating 
body actually to got hotter as it loses enenzy 
to the ether.

Our own well- 
known constellations have probably had a past 
history, in terribly remote epocks of time, akin 
to that which we see in varions stages 
‘eceurring to-day. 

‘The process is far too slow for us to see any 
change, even ina century. We cannot see 
movement at those distances. But we can 
‘observe the process in ite several stages; just as 
jinn garden we may sce plants in bud, in flower, 
inseed, and in deesy, simultaneously. If we were 
allowed to look at a garden for only half an hour, 
wwe could not see the growth of a plant, but we
